Washington — Herbert Hoover Is 


friendly toward the idea of railway 
consolidation. Up to now the Inter- 
state Commerce commission has hes- 
itated to approve any particular 
plan. which congress in turn has 
been inclined to await the action 
of the commission. 


Mr. Hoever will have it in his pow- 


er to reconstitute the 
Interstate 


Commerce commission. At least five 
vacancies will occur within his ad- 
ministration and he has the oppor- 
tunity to reappoint those who are 
disposed to favor consolidation and 
to bring in new members who will 
be inclined to.conform. 


The railroads 
themselves have 


been trying to bring about voluntary 
consolidation. Four years ago there 
was more agitation for it than there 
is today. But with the known in- 
terest of Herbert Hoover intheelim- 
ination'of waste, it is quite probable 
that some form of consolidation will 
be brought about under the Hoover 
administration if the railroads them- 
selves can agree'upon a. plan. The

An 
attractive blonde who said she was 
Louise Wolfe and who McGurn said 
was his wife occupied the suite with 
him. 


In a "showup" at detective head- 


quarters following the arrest Mc- 
Gurn was picked from a line of 20 
by two witnesses and identified as 
one of the killers. 


David Stansbury, directing the 


slayer search for the state's attor- 
ney, said: 


"The crime has now been solved. 


There is no question about"it. 
The 


prisoner has been v'iewed by witnes- 
ses who declare positively that he is 
one of the killers. I also know the 
motive — and have known it for 
two days. 


LOOK FOR ALIBI 


"McGurn, of course, will fight. He 


will set up an alibi, using as his wit- 
ness the young woman with whom 
he was arrested. But the alibi will 
not stand. All we want now is five 
more men. We shall have them 
soon." 


The prisoner did little talking, but 


he did deny having had any part in 
the crime. He said he would estab- 
lish through the hotel that on the 
day of the sevenfold murders he did 
not leave his room until after 1:30 
in the afternoon—three hours after 
the crime.

good relations, but to re-solve th 
few problems which still remain un 
settled.

try has in Latin-America. A spiri 
of confidence in America's intention 
towards it is evident in that countrj 
and the new President inherits a 
situation which although in proces 
of development promises the fina

complete understanding- on all points 


Tftp present chief difficulty witf 


thatr country lies in the land law: 
whereby the Mexican governmen 
expropriated lands, some belonging 
to. Americans, and compensated It! 
owners with government bonds. Ow 
ing to the unsettled financial condi- 
tions of that nation these bonds are 
Held to. be valueless by the former 
land-owners and virtual confiscation 
is-again claimed. 


( 
The Mexican situation therefore 


is regarded as largely one of econom 
ic reconstruction, whereby that gov 
ernment will be enabled to meel 
punctually all its obligations. 
The 


official Washington attitude regard- 
ing- Mexico is one of optimism. 


The success with which American 


officials supervised the recent elec- 
tions in Nicaragua, evoking the con- 
gratulations and the praise of both 
parties engaged in the contest, have 
left only the best of relations with 
that country. Both parties, however, 
already have 
indicated that they 


•would ask the United States to re- 
peat its supervision at the next elec- 
tion, thus involving determination 
of a major point in America's foreign 
policy;by the new President. 


Further, Mr. Hoover will have to 


•v decide whether a contingent of Amer- 


ican marines shall be left in the 
country, and if so for how long and 
if. what strength. The consensus of 
official belief here is that such a 
contingent probably will be eft until 
a .native constabulary capable of 
maintaining order shall have been 
organized. 
"TKIcaragua needs a foreign loan 
fr>r.---the indispensable construction 
of a. highway or railroad connecting 
itsr Pacific with its Atlantic coasts 
It will fall upon Mr. Hoover to fa 
cilitate the floating of such a loan 
en the international market. 


Finally Nicaragua always will hole 


a special position in America's Carib 
bean outlook on account of the rights 
this country holds for the construc- 
' tion of a possible inter-oceanic canal 
to parallel the Panama cut, through 
'' its territory. 


With Cuba, relations are tradition- 


ally, good. Movements of consider- 
able importance, however, have been 
started in that country to revise the 
reciprocity treaties between it and 
this .country on the ground that the 
mutual reductions in tariff agreed to 
i<nd>»r the compacts are beneficial 
to the United States and detrimental 
to Cuba. The movement Is expected 
to increase in volume in the next 
year and probably will fall on Mr. 
Hoover to dispose of the matter. 


Similarly, much Cuban sentiment 


has been stirred lately for the repeal 
of the Platt amendment of the Cuban 
constitution under which the United 
States retains the right of interven- 
ing in Cuban affairs should the sta- 
bility in the island appear threaten- 
ed. Cubans claim that this Mullifies 
their sovereignty and in this case 
also Mr. Hoover probably will have 
to make a pronouncement before the 
end of his administration. 


In South America proper. Argen- 


tina is the country with which the i 
most difficult problems are liable to ! 
arise for Mr Hoover's solution. What 
difficulties are threatened are of an 
economic nature and mostly due to 
the fact that bot?t Argentina and the 
United States belong to the temper- 
ate

America, relations are almost ideal- 
Cordiality exists with Brazil, Uru- 
guay, Chile and Peru. The latter

Hoover, as inheritor of his pred«- 
cessors responsibilities in the matter. 
may have to exert his good offices 


in t"ie future to help compose the 
quarrel. 


With Paraguay and Bolivia. r«la

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OUR ROADS NEXT WINTER 
Now that the Outagamie county 


- board has deliberately evaded its re- 
sponsibilities by putting the question 
of snow removal up to the people the 
supervisors will find themselves in an 
extremely difficult situation next win- 
ter i£ the voters in April decide against 


. open highways and we have another 


succession of storms like those which 
closed up the roads this winter. \ViJh 
drifts five and six feet deep covering 
highways, it will be about as easy to 
get around in Outagamie county as at 
the North Pole and so far as transpor- 
tation is concerned we might as well 
be situated in Alaska as in Wisconsin. 


That our surrounding counties, like 


Shawano, 
Brown, Winnebago and 


others, some of them not as populous 
and-wealthy as Outagamie county, 
have attacked snow removal as a busi- 
ness and humanitarian proposition ap- 
parently hasn't enterjed into the con- 
sciousness of our supervisors. In this 
county we still regard the matter of 
keeping our highways open as super- 
fluous effort, something that 
doesn't 


require serious attention. It apparently 
hasn't occurred to the supervisors that 
it is only good business .on the coun- 
ty's'part to make sure that its invest- 
ment of upwards- of two million dol- 
lars in good roads isn't idle three or 
. foW imonths of the year. 


Admitting that roads in Outagamief 


county wefe not opened as thorough- 
ly this winter as they might have been, 
they are vastly better than if no at- 
tempt had been made to open them at 
all. It is at least possible to get about 
the county, for milkmen to get into the 
city so babies can have their food arid 
for doctors to reach their patients: But 
if the voters in April decide that next 
winter no effort at all should be made 
to open the "highways it is not hard to 
picture what will happen if we have 
another winter like this one. 


Even this year, after more than $30,- 


000 has been spent for snow removal 
travelers say they can get anywhere 
in Wisconsin and northern Michigan 
with comparative ease except in Outa- 
gamie count}'. What will they say next 
year if the voters in April decide they 
don't want roads open and the super- 
visors abide by this decision. Outa- 
gamie county will be advertised far 
and wide as one of the most back- 
ward communities in the country, 
business will be stagnant- and our 
people will have stepped backward to 
Spanish-American war days. 


No doubt the supervisors will at- 


tempt to place the responsibility for 
this condition on the taxpayers who 
voted against snow removal, but it will 
not be so easy for them to dodge the 
blame. In our opinion it is as much 
the county's business to keep the 
highways open in winter as it is to see 
they are in shape for use in summer 
and if the county board feels compe- 
tent to maintain roads in the summer 
we believe it is competent to perform 
this same service in the winter. 


We believe that regardless of how 


the people vote it sliH will be the coun- 
ty board's responsibility to keep high- 
ways open in winter and lhat the refer- 
endum in April is a subterfuge, an at- 
tempt to escape rcsponsibilitj*. If it is 
not too late it might be well for the 
supervisors to reconsider Ihcir action 
ol"3ast week and recall the order for a 
public referendum. 


IGNORING THE CONSTITUTION 


Southern Democratic senators arc 


rcisortiHg to a filibuster lo promt con- 
gressional 
rcapportionnicnt ' Those 


states which will loose rcprcsentathcs 
in the house by rcapporlionmcnt arc 
naturally opposed lo the change. They 
set their local interests above the inter- 
ests of the nation at large, ard above 
the constitution. They are like the bloc 
interests of cier>" sort which ha%e in- 


jected themselves so much into our 
political life in the last generation. 


Notwithstanding the fact that no ap- 


portionment was made in 1920, as the 
law provides, these states, largely in 
the south, which 'might lose a con- 
gressman or two, are determined 
to 


defeat legislation for rcapportionment 
in 1930. They propose to go on nulli- 
fying the law and the constitution. If 
congress is so tied with red tape and 
mcdievp! procedure as to make this 
possible, then it makes itself a party to 
successful defiance of law and the con- 
stitution. 
It 
becomes a parliceps 


criminis to the general contempt for 
law-and order. It sacrifices national in- 
terests and the rights of the people as 
a whole to the selfish machinations of 
a few. Vital questions of self-govern- 
ment as well as the integrity of con- 
gress itself are involved in the con- 
troversy over congressional reappor- 
tionment. 


REFORMS IN SENATE 


The United States senate can usual- 


ly be depended on to go into a tail spin 
just as it is nearing port. 
That is to 


say, 
a filibuster in the closing days of a 


session. 
Always it is fatal to public 


business. 
Recent dispatches 
from 


Washington have indicated a situation 
only a little worse than usual. 
Half 


a dozen important measures, already 
safely through the house, may fail of 
passage merely because of the uncon- 
trollable desire of certain senators to 
talk. 
'* 
' 


Another congress will assemble im- 


mediately after the inauguration of 
President Hoover, and then these mat- 
ters can be taken up anew. But it will 
not be a mere resumption of unfinish- 
ed business. 
The work will have to 


start all over again. And with changes 
of membership in both senate and 
house, there is-no telling what may be 
done about the lost measures. Besides, 
Mr. Hoover wants to confine the spe- 
cial session to two subjects, -'farm re- 
lief and tariff. 


The worst of it is that such filibus- 


ters are especially likely to c"cur at the 
close of a "lame duck" session like this, 
and the verbal obstruction i-s likely to 
be offered by njen just waddling out of 
office.

FUETHER CHAT ABOUT ANEMIA 


There are times when limittations 


of space 
are exceedingly irksome. 


For instance, I just got warmed up 
on the subject of anemia the other 
day when time was called and we 
had to hurry to press. Possibly some 
reader may recall that we had just 
dropped o%'erboard and were deliver- 
ing one of those well known evasive 
answers to the query, "Well, then, 
what is one to do to.- anemia if. iron 
won't help it?" when the bell rang 
and we knocked off work for the day. 
For fear no one will-remember clear- 
ly I wish to affirm that I did think 
of a snappy last .line, to wit, "Con- 
sult your physician," but, believe it 
or not, I restrained that impulse and 
let the reader down gently enough 
by replying instead "How did you 
get that way — how 
do you know 


you're anemic? 
If you are quite 


sure about it, what caused the con- 
dition? 


And there, pale people, is- the nub 


of the question. 
Wou see there is 


only a goocl teaspoonful of iron in all 
the blood in a healthy adult's body. 
There is seldom if ever any shortage 
of iron in our ordinary daily food. So 
if one does develop anemia, a weak- 
ening of the strength of the blood, it 
is pretty certainly not from lack ot 
iron. It follows, then, that one can 
scarcely hope to remedy the trouble 
by pouring in more iron, in medicinal 
or food form. That is the principal 
reason why I arbitrarily assert that 
iron is worthless 
as a remedy of 


anemia. 


Of course I am aware that this is 


almost heresy, but I have no fear 
that any physician can successfully 
controvert the belief I express. For- 
merly I myself earnestly 
believed 


lhat certain medicinal preparations 
of iron, properly made and adminis- 
tered. were almost a specific cure for 
a certain type of anemia, and I so 
practiced. Kut I am pretty sure I 
was \\ronc about that, and I am 
equally confident that 
the physi- 


cians who fctill harbor such belief are 
wrong:, too. But I can't prove it is 
wrong:. You can't prove a negative. 
I only know that the particular type 
of anemia for which I once believed 
iron .1 specific cure will respond just 
as quickly to treatment without any 
iron at all. So that tears it for me. If 
your «J"ctor says you should take 
ir«ii, 1ako it. I should if my doctor 
ordered it 1M oven take a beaker of 
castor oil if my doctor said I must. 
Why ha-ve a doctor at all. i£ you 
aro going t" set your own judgrmcnt.

If a1 tube of,in- 
fluenza germs was broken in London 
how long would these germs live? 
How would they be transported into 
the mouths and nostrils of the pub- 
lic, thus causing an epidemic? (Mi's 
H. G. M.) 


Answer.—As a rule, with certain 


important exceptions, the career of 
a disease germ is finished when the 
germ becomes separated from its an- 
imal host. If diphtheria or tubercle 
bacilli, for example, retain even a 
feeble power to produce disease in 
man, after exposture to air and ordi- 
nary daylight for an hour or more, 
at least "We need not worry much 
about this remote danger. 
Direct 


sunlight destroys germs in a few 
minutes; of course this natural germ- 
icide is most effective out of doors. 
Even a temperature several degree^ 
below that of the huoian body-is fat- 
al to the disease producing capacity 
of the most deacUygerms. The pneu- 
monia germ (Pneumococcus), for ex- 
ample must be most tenderly coddled 
in this respect, else it becomes pow- 
erless to harm man. These facts—the 
tetanus bacillus (Germ of lockjaw) 
is an important exception—serve to 
relieve my mind, at any rate, of any 
anxiety about stret dust or filth or 
public expectoration or the. blowing 
about of dried sputum, so far as san- 
itation or health care is concerned, 
tho the mere esthetic idea of cleanli- 
ness is net entirely negligible in tfioj 
cultivation of good health. If a tube 
of influenza germs, or any other cri 
germs, were scattered to the winds 
in London, that -would bo the grand 
finale for those 
particular gcrms-

ton hall. They cook, clean, mend, 
wash, iron and do everything else 
that 
the 
scientific 
housekeeper 


knows should be done. Then they 
turn around and take turns being 
hostess to each other to emphasize 
thj social graces. 


The result is decreased cost and 


increased joy in their work. 


IT'S NOT NEW IDEA 


The cooperative plan, similar to 


the original idea of the college back 
in the 70's when every student was 
more or less poor and was supposed 
to work, was started four years ago 
on a small scale. This year, when 
Barton hall opened, the waiting list 
was so long that great care was used 
in selecting the girls for the large 
scale experiment. No girl was ac- 
cepted who cou'd afford to pay the 
regulation board fee, which runs 
around $5. The cooperative plan 
reduces this to ?2.50. 


The girls are 
under the same 


lules as the girls in other 
dormi- 


tories. They pay the 
same room 


rent, but save on food, laundry and 
other extras. 


Eight committees, of about eight 


girls each, shift duties once a week, 
Two committees prepare breakfast 
and luncheon and two prepare din- 
ner In the evening. The other four 
committees keep the halls, stairways, 
living room, bathrooms and bed- 
rooms immaculate. They run their 
own work on schedule, cleaning 15 


minutes, before classes each morning 
to straighten up for the day. Even 
chores such as washing the dish 
cloths are divided -around 
t>o each 


group does Its bit. 


Th« house has a chapcrone who 


buys the food the girls order when 
their classes prevent their market- 
ing. 


The girls 
who are 
breakfast 


makers for a given week must be up 
and at it by six a. m. For breakfast 
must be served, eaten and the dishes 
washed in time for an eight o'clock 
class. The luncheon shift does much 
of its preparation in the early morn- 
ing. ' The dinner shift 
begins 
its 


preparation by 4:30 for the dinner 
hour is six, leaving a long evening 
for study and recreation. Girls take 
turns being dinner 
hostess and 


profit by the experience. 


WORKING GROUPS SMALL 
It has been found that smaller 


groups work better than large, so 
the kitchen at Barton hall is per- 
fectly equipped 
in 
two 
sections. 


Two dining rooms lead from it. So 
the group is really divided into two 
large groups and then the small 
working committees. Two gas ranges 
at opposite ends of the kitchen and 
two cupboards, sinks and everything 
else, permit of this arrangement. 


"One of the chief obligations to 


housekeeping has always been 
its 


lonesomeness," one cooperative co- 
ed said. 
"This plan remedies that. 


It's great sport to work in groups 
and we have real competitions for 
good meals, clean 
rooms, snowy 


laundry and the rest. Moreover, it 
is fun learning to know your class- 
mates when in harness. There's a 
certain informality about the girls 
who cook and sweep together that 
the girls in other dormitories miss, 
I don't think any 
of 
us would 


change places."

rtance in the early development of 
finis city is recalled by a picture of 
/the first locomotive to be run over 
'.the Green Bay-and Western rail 
tracks. The picture, 
which was 


'taken in the vicinity of Plover, now 
£s in the possession of Charles P. 
Ijtfill&rd of this city. 
i • Ab'out the middle of" January 1871, 
jsj. crowd assembled on the banks of 
;ihe Embarrass river to witness the 
,"a,pproach of 
New London's 
first 


"train, which also was the first one 
to make regular runs between New 


^iLondon and 
Green Bay. 
Among 


those in the gathering was a 16-year- 
old lad who had left school to serve 


te. as water boy for the construction 


crew working on the road bed. This 
water boy was Frank B. Seymour, 
now president of that road. - 


Henry P. Ketchum, who with his 


family resided on what is still known 
as the Ketchum farm, and who was 
a well known railroad promoter of the 
early seventies made possible the 
construction of the road from Green 
Bay to Winona, Minn., and was 
subsequently elected its first presi- 
dent. 
Work of laying the road had been 


'completed as far as New London 
in the early winter 
of 1870 and 


terminated at the Embarrass river 
Jwhere the Wadhams Oil Tanks now 
stand. 
The first regular run was 


rcade from Green Bay to this point. 
Trains ran daily except Sundays one 
east-bound and ,one west-bound. A 
crew of 
four, including- William 


JLadd, engineer; 
Wallace Holmes, 


conductor, a fireman and a brake- 
man, manned the wood burner en- 
gine with its freight car and pas- 
senger coach on its daily runs. 


RAW MATERIAL HANDY 


Much of the gravel for the road- 


bed was obtained from the Jennings 
quarry, located between. Northport 
and Ostrander, which still provides 
material for the right-of-way of the 
railroad. 
Timber for ties was cut 


between New London and Shiocton 
and in the-vicinity of Deer Creek and 
Maple Creek. "Every man and boy 


• had work a plenty, cutting up timber 


for tie," remarked Mr. Millerd, a 
member of the 
construction crew, 


"and it was,all done by hand, too." 
Material wa£ carried to the point of 
construction "by the train on its 
daily runsf 


By the summer of 1S72 a bridge 


was completed across the Embarrass 
river and work on the road bed was 
continued. In January of that year, 
to celebrate the first anniversary of 
the road's operation, a banquet was 
given by the officials, at the Beau- 
mont hotel at Green Bay. Citizens 


' of all the towns along the railroad 


and the vicinity were invited to at- 
tend. About thirty from the village 
of Kew London and its community 
were included in the party, among 
them fleing E. H. Eamm, ' Elwood 
Lutsey, Sally Lutesy now Mrs. 'Sally 
Haskell, and the late Mrs. Charles 
P. Millerd, who at that time was 
Mrs. Henry P. Ketchum, H. S. Dix- 
on, Mr. and Mrs. Prosper 
Stinson 


and Dr. Bickenson. 


TURXELL FIRST AGENT 


In the spring of 1S72, when 
the 


tracks had been laid across the river 
bridge, the first railroad station was 
built here and Binjamin Turnell was 
sent here as first station agent. 


Spring floods often handicapped 


the train service through the marsh 
lands and nins-between Xew London 
and Northport were cut. On those 
occasions trains were run 
between 


Green Bay and 2Cew London and be- 
tween Winona and JCorthport. Pas- 
sengers and freight was transported 
between Isorthport and Xew Lon- 
don by river boat during the high 
•water period. 


A rapid growth was experienced in 


the village of New London following 
the establishment 
of the railroad. 


The viiiage had theretofore been the 
largest river trading post between 
Oshkosh and Shawano and was then 
the largest en the railroad line. Re- 
alizing the importance of the tiro 
_meass of transportation, many fam- 
ilies came to the community to make 
"th"ir homes and new business enter- 
prizes sprang up v.ilhm the next 
few years.

D. degree 
in 1905, a year before his death' in 
New York. 


The Carl Schurz Memorial Foun-

AIRPLANE ANTENNA 
SUGGESTS METHOD 
OF REFUELING SHIPS 


Young Brooklyn Engineer 


Reserve Patent Rights on 
New Idea 


New York—C/P)—The first attention 


attracted by the new patented meth- 
od of refueling planes in flight, such 
as the Question Mark used, was the 
following curt military command in 
the world war: 


"Stop stunting. We don't want to 


bo spending money for flowers for 
your funeral." 


The man who holds the patents is 


Alexander P. de Seversky, now a 
consulting engineer for the army air 
service and in charge of the aeronau- 
tical division of the Sperry Gyroscope 
company of Brooklyn. 


When he first went to work on the 


idea, Seversky was a war time flier 
for his native Russia, belui<a UK i ev- 
olution convoying bombing planes on 
the Baltic front. A graduate engin- 
eer, Seversky, while he flew his fight- 
ing ship, studied how to enable pur- 
suit planes, with but half the flying 
range of the bombers, to get enough 
fuel to guard their big proteges to 
the flight's end, instead of turning 
back at the half way mark. 


Gasoline obtained, from the bomb- 


ers in flight was his answer. 
But 


would it work? He had a bomber 
drop its wireless antenna, ending in 
the well known "iron fish." Flying 
underneath he caught hold of this 
antenna and found that he could 
throttle down to the bomber's speed, 
and maneuver in step with the big 
ship. 


It was for this experiment that he 


received the warning about the flow- 
ers. 
Seversky continued his study 


of the problem, but not until after 
the war did he perfect the ideas that 
are the basis of the patents. 


He came to the United States after 


the Russian revolution and served 
the United States air forces, but not 
as a pilot. He had lost his right leg 
in the Russian fighting, where he 
was credited with shooting down five 
enemy planes.

that makes colors in soap bubbles 
lias been made at Cornell university. 


The colors of a bubble are due to 


its extreme thinness. Films of some 
substances as thin and as transpar- 
ent a soap bubbles. 
but of tougti 


texture, have been found at Cornell 
to overlie the bodies of many insects, 
and to produce their sheeen. 


Dr. Clyde W. Mason, who verified 


the nature 
of these 
colors while 


workinc under an August Heckschcr 
grant, found that the 
number of 


films varied, that they appear to be 
very firmly cemented together, and 
that svrellilng or pressure 
which 


changes the thickness of the film 
changes its color.

conqueror returning in triumph 
to 


the pagan splendor of his capital ev- 
er received a greater ovation than 
Theodore Koosevelt when he rode 
down Pennsylvania avenue to tho 
Capitol for his inauguration March 
4, 1903. 
It was a day of pageantry and 


whoopee such as, Roosevelt .loved. 
A mass of colors hid the house 
fronts on both sides of the avenue, 
which was packed with cheering ad- 
mirers of "Teddy.1* Although the 
weather man had hesitated to pre- 
dict an auspicious day, "Roosevelt 
luck" prevailed and a 
warm sun 


tempered the slight chill of a March 
day. 


Escorted by his Rough Riders and 


riding in a landau with Senators 
Spooner and 
Lodge and 
Repres- 


entative Ualzell. Colonel Roosevelt 
showed his white teeth from "ear to 
ear" as he flashed his "delighted" 
smile on the spectators. In the pro- 
cession were old and young war vet- 
erans, West Pointers, midshipmen, 
plainsmen, cowpunchers, governots,, 
generals, politicians, Indian braves, 
college students, mineis, Porto Ri- 
cans and Filipinos. 
,, 


As he took the oath of office/ the 


President seemed to "bite his words 
in two" and he delivered his inaug- 
ural address with similar Roosevel- 
tian incisiveness. Later in the day, 
he told Secretary Cortelyou 
that 


a shiver had run down his spine 
as he pledged to uphold the con- 
stitution. At the request of Secret- 
ary Hay, the President wore a ring 
worn by Lincoln at his death. 


Returning to the White House, 


the President reviewed the inaugu- 
ral procession for three and a half 
hours. Tnirty-five 
thousand 
men 


marched by the reviewing 
stand, 


bands playing "Goodby, My Blue- 
bell," and "There'll be a Hot Time 
in the Old Town Tonight." A band 
of cowboys dashed up the avenue, 
waving their sombreros, sitting their 
bronchos with the freedom of men 
born to the saddle and cheering like 
mad for the man they had come 
east to honor. 


The President greeted them with 


enthusiasm and appeared as delight- 
ed with the boys of chaps and spurs 
as they were with him. "One giant, 
on a flea-bitten roan on whose hide 
the branding iron had imprinted a 
fiery kiss that will never wear oft', 
was unable to contain his joy. Put- 
ting spurs to his steed, he raced 
i-p under the President's very nose 
at a speed which threatened to car- 
ry him over the railing, spun his 
broncho around on its haunches arrJ 
fairly swept the pavement with his 
"sombrero. Then the entire band gal- 
loped gaily away, whooping as long 
as they were within 
sight 
and 


snaring - in cautious bystanders in 
the ever ready and unerring lariat.' 


With similar 
cordially.

Corn Frozen Before Cutting 


Also Becomes Moldy Fre- 
quently

"While the trouble Is not confined 


•to any special locality, mouldy silage 
her* and there Is a source of an- 
noyance to farmers this winter as 
far as its cause and disposition is 
concerned. After the removal of 
such silage, extraordinary care is 
exercised to place it out of reach of 
loose cattle and horses as it Is not 
considered wholesome 
and 
may 


prove Injurious to such animals. 


Mold in silos nor by air pockets in 


the silo, but perhaps Is due to the 
condition of the trails of the silo, or 
to corn being frozen before cutting 


ground too long 
or laying on the 
after cutting. 


These probable causes of mold in 


silage are announced by the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Bacteriology of 
the College of Agriciriture in a re- 
port in Bulletin 
3S* The report

"For several years Investigations 


have been conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Bacteriology to 
determine Ihe cause of certain types 
of silage losses which have been ex- 
perienced by "Wisconsin 
farmers. 


Among the problems that of rnoldy 
s-ilage -was perhaps one of the most 
serious. Many farmers in the slate 
have reported moldy spots in the 
silos from time to time and Hi" 
cause of lliesc lias remained unsolv- 
ed. To determine whether air poc*- 
cls were the cause of these spots.

ADVISES FARMERS 
TO GROW SOYBEANS, 
C 0 R N SEPARATELY 


Planting Crops Together Is 


Done at Expense of Both, 
Says Bulletin 


BY W. F. WIXSEY 


A number of farmers in Outaga- 


mie-co are making a practice of 
planting soybeans with their corn. 
On the ground that each is a major 
crop, that the one would rob the 
other of plant food and that neither 
ould possibly show its best yield in 
the combination, the writer has urg- 
ed farmers to continue raising both 
crops but to raise each one alone. 
As the conclusions were based on 
theory rather than on actual experi- 
ment and practice, they might have 
been erroneous and untrustworthy 
and in agreement with the objec- 
tions of the farmers. But the con- 
clusions of the farmers were like- 
wise faulty since not one of them 
had skipped rows of corn in plant- 
ing the soybeans nor planted rows 
of soybeans without corn. 
They 


wanted the feed for their dairy cat- 
tle that soybeans supply in large 
quantities and they were getting it 
at the expense of either the soybeans 
or corn. 


A report on experiments in raising 


mixtures of corn and soybeans con- 
tained m Bulletin 3S8 issued by the 
College of Agriculture, runs as fol- 
lows: "In recent years considerable 
attention has been given to the 
growing of soybeans in corn. Tests 
for four years to determine whether 
it is desirable to grow this combina- 
tion under varying conditions have 
been completed by H. W. Albertz 
Agronomy) and from this work he 
has arrived at conclusions 
which 


may be summarized as follows: 


The results in a four-year test 


•with soybeans in corn indicate that 
little is gained by planting the com- 
bination when soil and climate con- 
ditions are at the best for growing 
corn.

New Strain Is Developed in 


State of Washington by 
Special Grower

Since organizing seven years ago 


UIG Appleton Cabbage Growers have 
developed a new strain of cabbage 
iultablo to the soil of Outagamie-co 


practically resistant to all dis- 


eases of cabbage. The seed is raisec 
m the Pacific coast from the best 
heads of cabbage that can be collect 
d each year in local fields and it is 
listributed among the growers a1 
merely nominal pries. Through their 
union, the growers decide on acreage 
[ach year and on improvements in 
Wanting, transplanting, fertilization 
ultivation, and harvesting. 
The Appleton growers started with 


he Dani&h Bald Head variety ol 
abbage to develop their strain and 
hey have produced a cabbage with 
firm heads, just the right size, thai 
•ields well, keeps well in storage, 
and is clean and free from disease. 


Although the growers are exceed- 


ngly well pleased with the seed they 
ave developed, they are continually 
rying to improve their strain by 
election and the use of the better 
methods of cultivation. In pursu- 
nce of this plan, Phil Bbcby, presi- 
dent of the association, in company 
vith several other local cabbage ex- 
perts, inspects the cababge fields of 
he county in October and selects 
2 of the best heads to be found. 
These heads are packed and shipped 
o Alf. Christensen, a professional 
•-abbage seed grower, Mt. Vernon 
tate of Washington. 


On receipt of the shipment, Mr, 


Christensen set out the heads in his 
field and covers them with soil. The 
ollowing spring the heads start to 
g-row, each one sending- up severa 
ceed stalks. The stalks of the 12 
heads produce three pounds of whai 
is known as stock seed. The stock 
seed is harvested in September. 


The following spring, Mr. Christen 


sen sows the three pounds of stock 
.=eed to produce cabbage plants. The 
plants are transplanted at the prop- 
er time in a larger field and the crop 
is cultivated the same as cabbage is 
cultivated in Wisconsin. About Nov 
1, all weak and defective plants are 
removed and the plants of every oth 
er row are transplanted in rows to 
remain. 


The last of November, a furrow 


from either side is turned over the 
rows of cabbage. 


SPROUTING IS PROMOTED 


The following spring the dirt is 


removed from the rows and each 
bead is slashed crosswise on top to 
promote sprouting. The seed grows 
and ripens in the sprouts from thesp 
cabbage the same as from those of 
the original twelve heads. The stalks 
resemble the stalks that produce rad- 
dfsh seed, and the pods of cabbage 
and raddish seed are also similar. 


When the cabbage seed is ripe, the 


rtalks are cut and" collected on stone 
boats with great care to prevent 
helling, and 
hauled to a special 


thresher. As the growing cultiva- 
tion, threshing and sacking of cab> 
bage seed are done under Mr. Chris- 
tensen's supervision and inspection, 
there is no chance of mixing seed, 
or sacking and shipping seed that is 
not up to standard, according to 
President Bixby. 


Notwithstanding this care, a rep- 


resentative of the Appleton Cab- 
bage Growers is usually on 
the 


srounds when the threshing', inspec- 
tion and sicking of the seed are 
done. Not only that but a local man 
goes to the coast each year during 
the growing season to inspect Apple- 
ton plants. 


From the above, it appears that 


the cabbage heads for seed are raised 
one year in Outagamie county, the 
second year, three pounds of stock 
seed is raised from twelve of these 
heads in Washington. 
From this 


stock the cabbages raised the third 
year, the seed that is sent to Apple- 
ton Is raised the fourth year. The 
fourth year the twelve original cab- 
bage pro luce 5.000 pounds of seed. 
One thousand pounds of seed is all. 
liowever. the Appleton growers get 
'or a two years* supply. 


Two acres of cabbage for seed are 


now growing in the West for the 
Appleton association, and a dozen 
more cabbage will be selected next 
f-ll and sent West for seed growing

It is hindered by the fact 
that there is an abundant supply of 
crude oil for fuel and the problem 
of the removal of the coal ashes has 
to be faced. 


As to the use of electricity being 


more popular for heating purposes 
than, gas in the future he said that 
there -are/ a large majority of cities 
in this country that are not situated 
so th^l they can economically use 
eleetricfty for heating. 


Prof. -Elliot stated that if all the 


water power were utilized it would 
supply only a small part of the pow- 
er used in the United States.

nal Indian settlers 
in Florida. As 


part of the Creek nation they had 
drifted southward from the Missis- 
sippi valley about the time the 13 
colonies revolted from Great Britain. 
Upon reaching Florida they adopted 
the name of Seminoles 
and almost 


exterminated the 
Florida Indians, 


who were an entirely different race, 
resembling the Aztecs 
of Yucatan 


more than any other tribe. 


Those of the Seminoles

mitted to removal westward return- 
ed to their old Creek tribes. A few 
years later oil was discovered in Ok- 
lahoma arid the Indians became im- 
mensely wealthy from royalties.

And that doesn't include the mon- 


ey that the city's 200,000 Inaugura- 
tion visitors will spend here, or their 
railroad fare to Washington. 


Strictly speaking, the only thing 


that is really necessary is that Mr. 
Hoover take the oath of office. This, 
in itself, would take perhaps two 
minutes and wou'a cos* not a thin 
dime. But there are traditions to be 
upheld. Functions of this kind re- 
quire a certain

dog; and that runs into money. 


To begin with, Congress has

propriated $40,000 for inaugural ex- 
penses, and the inaugural commit- 
tee in Washington has raised $100,- 
000 more. About $25,000 will be spent 
for transportation and maintenance 
of hundreds of policemen and detec- 
tives who will be. brought here from 
New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more and other cities to protect the 
visiting thousands from pickpockets 
and confidence men'and handle the 
crowds.
